Three weeks ago today President Wilson went 
before Congress to announce that he had severed 
diplomatic relations with Germany because of the 
Imperial Government’s proclamation of ruthless

Thus far no American ships have been sunk 
without warning and no American lives have been 
sacrificed by the destruction of an American ship, 


bearance or German respect for law. Our ships 
are not sunk because for the most part they have 
been driven from the seas under German threats 
of piracy. For the same reason American citizens 
have escaped massacre at the hands of the Ger- 
man submarine commanders, although one Amer- 
ican has been murdered in an attack on a French 
liner. 

What has happened is that the Atlantic ports 
of the United States are blockaded by Germany, 
and our ship owners are afraid to assert their 
legal rights. Even the American line ships 
which carry the United States mail are held in 
port by order of the German Government. 

We are doing precisely what Germany com- 
manded us to do. Our merchant shipping is no 
longer under sovereignty of the United States, but 
under the sovereignty of the Imperial German 
Government. Germany says we must not sail the 
seas under penalty of death, and we do not sail 
the seas. It could hardly make its orders more 
éffective, so far as American ships are concerned,

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ARGUMENTS FOR MILITARY TRAINING 


NO. 10. BY LUKE B. WRIGHT, 
Former Secretary of War 

The fact is that the volunteer is not a re- 
liable soldier, and any people that leans upon 
him leans upon a broken reed. 

The volunteer system is a failure. It 18 
wrong in principle and it is bad in practice. 
No people have ever been able to fight a long- 
continued war, to endure a strain upon al] 
their resources, under the volunteer system. 
The fact is that the Confederacy of our Civil 
War thought that they could lick the Yankees 
in just a year; they gave themselves ample 
margin; and so they enlisted their men for 


| a, 


12 months. The 12 months expired and they 
were mistaken, woefully so, and thereupon, 
by a conscripting act, all of those 12-month 
men were simply blanketed into the army for 
the rest of the war. 

I have never understood, to be frank about 
it, why the brave and chivalrous and unselfish 
youths of our country should be required to 

rush in and bear the burden of holding the 
colors aloft while the slothful and selfish and 
indifferent stay at home. I do not look at 
military service as being a burden upon the 
individual; I regard it as privilege and a duty 
that we owe this country. Gen. Lee said once, 
I believe, that duty was the noblest word in 
the English language. If a man owes a duty, 
if all men, as they do, dwe a duty to protect 
and preserve their country, then all men 
should bear the burden, and no man is en- 
titled, in my judgment, to any particular cred- 
it for doing his duty. 

Again, I think the idea of pay in connection 
with military service, except for a small pro- 
fessional army, is wrong in principle. In my 
judgment pay ought to be the most minor of 
minor considerations. The fact is, if we re- 
quired every young man in the United States 
between 19 and 21 to serve six months with 
the colors, and thereafter one month each. 
summer for six years, he would be giving a 
year of his life for preparation for war if it 
should come. He would be getting, however, 
from the country and at the expense of the 
whole country, a much greater service than 
he would be giving. 

In the first place, it would set him up phys- 
ically. It would give him physical stamina 
which would prolong his life many times one 
year. He would be taught how to take care 
of his body; and, above all, he would be 
taught habits of respect for constituted author- 
ity, which our youth so woefully lack. He 
would be taught order and ‘discipline. Now, 
it is not a bardship if it is borne equally by 
everybody. If you put the son of the work- 
ingman and the son of the millionaire side by 
side in the ranks, it does not build up a mil- 
itary aristocracy, but it builds up a demo- 
cratic body of men who love their country 
and its institutions, and are prepared to pro- 


tect them when danger arises.

Socrates: Very good, Polemarchus. However, we 
have joked enough.

, Glaucon: How many kinds of verse are there? 

Socrates: I will enumerate them: There is unpub- 
lished verse, which embraces the great mass of verse 
nobody will print. There is more of this verse 
than any other kind. There is posthumous verse, 
which the author thinks it would be best to publish 
when he is dead. We haven’t a great deal of this and 
most of it confirms the poet’s judgment. There is ex- 
ploited verse, which the author publishes at his own

pilot of the big Rolls Royce 
which had been next to me was liftei, 
groaning, out of his seat.

GOUGING U. S FOR 
WAR SUPPL 


Navy Cost Sheets Show Several 
Commodities Have Doubted 
in Price. 4

WASHINGTON, Feb. ee 2 De- 


partment’s cost sheets for the last three 
years ténd to establish the fact that 
American munition makers are gouging 
this Government just as hard as they 
are holding up belligerent Governments. 


correspondent appears to show only one 
difference between the methods applied 
to the American Government and the 


Governments of the entertte altes. 
European Governments are. being: om 
pelled to accept a class of commodity 
which American inspectors flatly de- 
cline to accept because it is not up te 
the standard. 

The Navy Department is aghast at 
the prospect of ‘the United States being 
forced into thé Buropean war, because 
Officials believe the munitiong barons: 
will gather in the greatest harvest in 
the world’s_history. by gouging the Gov- 
ernment for still greater profits. 

The Department already has prepared 
tentative plans as a war measure to 
take over every factory in the country 
from which the Government gets large 
amounts of supplies. and to regulate 
the prices by adding a fair net profit 
to the actual cost of production. 


the patriotism of many firms which 


ernment use in the event of war, Secre- 
tary Daniels has reason for believing 
that some of the great financial groups 


for patriotic reasons, while keeping 
their own experts in charge df the book- 
keeping offices. 

The Navy Department does not doubt 
the ability of American firms to pro- 
duce the goods faster than any other 
groups in the world. The price is the 
question uppermost in the minds of of- 
ficers.. 

Two of the principal types of muni- 
tions which have not been jumped up 
are powder and armor. Powder in 1913 
was purchased for 53 cents. Today it is 
selling for 50 cents. The reason given 
by experts at the navy is that the Gov- 
ernment has its own powder nee 
and cannot be gouged. 

Armor used on battleships sold at $440 
a ton in 1913. It is selling today at $425. 
The reduction is believed by navy of- 
ficers to be ascribed to the fact that 
the Navy Department has taken steps 
to build its oben plant. 

The same company which. held the 
price on almost normal basis when it 
became likely that the navy would have 
its own plant, jumped 14-inch projectiles 
from $315 each to almost double that 
price. After the Government had a con- 
tract. from Hadfields, Ltd., a British 
concern, to make the shells for $336, the 
American factories consented to bring 
their prices down to. $500 net. 

Here are more samples of commodi- 
ties used in large quantities in construc- 
tion of ships or the maintenance of 
navy yards that have jumped in price: 
Five-inch powder.tanks which ‘sold for 
$11.79 in 1915 are now selling at $15.74.

Boilers have been increased from 66 
to 75 per cent; piping and piping: ma- 
terials from 40 to.

In 1914 nine ship-building cranes were 
purchased for use in the Philadelphia 
and Boston yards at prices ranging from 
$9645 to $9755. In June, 1915, $10,063 was 
paid for the same type of crane. In 
January, 1916, the price jumped to $11,- 
74. During the next six months the 
price jumped to $20,185 and last Decem- 
ber the same company asked the De- 
partment $24,496 for precisely the same 
type of crane. In other words, the

companies insist that the cost may be 
traced to the high. price of steel. 

Fleating Crane Price Doubles. 

In May, 1916, the Norfolk navy yard 
was supplied with a floating crane for 
$357,744. Of this sum $142,216 was charge 
against & steel pontoon and $218,578 ' was, 
charged against machinery. In Decem- 
ber, ‘1916, the same crane was reproduced 
tor the Mare Island at a round price of 
$760,000. In this estimate the pontoon 
was figured at $270,000 arid the machinery 
at $480,000. 

Fifty dock cranes were bought for ‘the 
New York yard in 1913 gt $47,950. In 
December, 1916, the same cranes were re- 
produced for the Pearl Harbor yard at. 
$94, 852. 

In the last year the Navy 8 
has been informed that certain American 
manufacturers have become greatly irri-| 
tated ‘because Russian tnspectors in 
some cases have turned down approxi- 
mately 8 per cent pf the supplies offered 
for inspection because they were far 
below the standard,

Presbyterians Also Will Have 
Four Days of Conferences on , 
Subject of Missions. 


Missionaries of the Presbyterian 
Church in several foreign countries, 
and officials of the church’s mission- 
ary ooards, will speak in St. Louis 
churches today, with the missionary 
work as their theme. These ad- 
dresses will be followed by four days 
of special meetings and foncerences 
here, on the same subject. 

The missionaries to speak at the 
various Presbyterian churches, at 
morning and night, the morning en- 
gage nent being in each case given 


first, are: 


Rev. Dr. G. W. Dunlap, Philippine 
Islands, Tyler place and Curby Me- 
mortal: Dr. J. W. McKean, Siam, Web- 
ster Groves; F. G. Coan, Persia, First 
and Oak Hill; Rev. S. M. Jordan, 
Washington and Compton, Webster 
Groves at 4 p. m., and Ferguson; C. 
H. Cortett, China, Kirkwood and 
East Grand. 

Board Officials Will Speak. 

Other pulpit engagements will be 
filled by officials of the mission 
boards, who have headquarters in 
New York. Herbert K. Caskey, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the party of 
speakers, will speak at St. Charles 
this morning, and before the Negro 
V. M. H A., at 2707 Lawton street, at 
4p. m. 

Robert E. Speer, a noted lay worker 
for missions, will arrive tomorrow 
and will take part in the meetings of 
the remaining days. 

Dr. Duniap, who is in charge of 
the Presbyterian work in the south- 
ern part of the Philippines, is a for- 
mer college athlete, from Coe Col- 
lege, Ia., and played professional ball 
with the Ottumwa team. He deoslined 
an offer to join the Pittsburg Pirates 
when he entered missionary work. In 
the Philippines, he has used baseball 
as the chief adjunct to his work. 

In Cebu he introduced the national 
game as a substitute for cock fight - 
ing, and he says the latter sport has 
now nearly disappeared, while even 
the Mohammedan Moros are learning 
baseball. Soccer and track athletics 
have also gained a foothold, and the 
winners of an all-Philippine athletic 
meet are soon to go to Tokio for the 
third annual Eastern Olympiad. 


Filipons Play With Enthusiasm. 

Dr. Dunlap says the Filipinos play 
the game with enthusiasm, but ac- 
cept the umpire’s decisions more read- 
ily than some American players do. 
He had difficulty in teaching the play- 
ers the necessity for using their 
hands in putting base runners out. 
They seemed to think that it sufficed 
to touch the runner with their feet, a 
practice which tended to roughness. 

The Filipinos, Dr. Dunlap says, are 
better satisfied with their present 
measure of self-government than they 
have ever been before under American 
rule. They realize, he said, that the 
advancement of the islands under 
American rule has been far greater 
than would otherwise have been pos- 
sible. He mentioned the coinage, 
postal service, justice, roads, and 
above all the school system, as impor- 
tant parts of the American work in 
the Philippines. More than 610,000 
children are now receiving instruction 
in the public schools, and this instruc- 
tion, because of the multiplicity of 
native dialects, is given wholly in 
English.

There is a provision that when such 
articles are disposed of in containers 
subject to inspection they shall be ap- 
proximately of the same size.

When ice cream is sold in quantities 
of less than a quarter of a pound it 
need not be weighed. This exception is 
made so that venders of ice cream soda 
may continue to use the small scoop for 
measuring instead of a scale. All ped- 
dlers of fruit and vegetables will have 
Weprovide themselves with scales and 
be prepared to make exact change to 
correspond with fractional pounds 
weight of what they sell.

INVESTIGATION {9 
VOTED BY HOUSE 


Chaplain Offers Prayer That 
Prices May Be Brought in 
Reach of Needy. 


EMBARGO IS ADVOCATED 


Representative Fitzgerald Says 
Congress Shows Incapacity 
to Deal With Situation. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. A.- An amend- 
ment by Representative Borland of Mis- 
souri to the sundry civil bill appropriat- 
ing $400,000 for an investigation by the 
cost of food passed the House tonight, 
83 to 61. 

In the House, Representative Fitz- 
gerald of New York, chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee, advocated 
the imposition of an export embargo on 
foodstuffs.) An unusual incident was a 
prayer for relief of the food situation, 
delivered in the House by Chaplain 
Couden, who asked that the authorities 


in state and nation might find ways to 
bring prices within reach of the needy. 

A virtual food dictatorship in the capi- 
tal was proposed by Representative Ben- 
nett of New York, in a joint resolution 
which would empower the District of 
Columbia Health Department to limit 
the amount of food consumed at public 
dinners or served to any person in the 
district within 24 hours, The measure 
was referred to a committee. 
‘Fitzgerald declared that the food situe- 
tion had shown the incapacity of Con- 
gress to deal with “the most vital prob - 
lem affecting the American people to- 
day. 2 

‘The riots that have taken place, he 
said, are not the riots of the thrift- 
less and the worthless. It is the out- 
aged and indignant protest of the 
thrifty, the industrious and the frugal, 
who cannot meet the demands for prices 
of food that now exist.” , 

Watch Packers, Borland Says. 

Representative Borland of Missouri, 
supporting the amendment, said much 
attention should be paid to the packing 
interests because they controlled not 
only the meat supply but, in a large 
measure, all cold storage products. Bor- 
land said he had been told that the bel- 
ligerent Powers could not borrow a cent 
in this country until they had settled 
with the Beef Trust for cargoes of beef 
seized. 

Representative Sherley of Kentucky 
vigorously opposed any sort of embargo, 


New York insisted that his plan of ap- 
propriating $5,000,000 for opening public 
markets would offer the best solution.

BY FOOD MARCHERS 
SEEKING GOVERNOR 


Meetings of New York’s East 
Side Women Turned Into 
Demonstration at Hotel. 


SEVERAL PERSONS HURT 


Executive, Who Was at Another 
Hostelry, Promises State Aid 
Toward Relief. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. %.—Women of the 
lower East Side and other Jewish dis- 
tricts gathered this afternoon in Mad- 
ison Square to protest against the cost 
of living. Hundreds brought their chil- 
dren, some in arms and some in car- 
rlages. A minority of men also came, 
and at the height of the demonstration 
perhaps 3500 were listening eagerly to 
speeches that were being delivered 
simultaneously from six stands. 

Three hours of speechmaking roused 
the crowd to an unexpected mood. It 
found its manifestation when Mrs. 
Bella Neumann Zilberman, one of those 
in charge of the meeting, cried: — 

“How many of you will go there and 
march about that palace of eats, the 
Waldorf-Astoria, where Gov. Whitman 
is stopping and show him that you are 
hungry? You need no leaders. Let 
your empty stomachs be your leaders.“ 
Five hundred thousand of us,“ cried 
the crowd, and the descent upon the | 
Waldorf was under\ way late in the 
afternoon. 

Call for Help Sent te Police. 

Scouts in advance of the main body 
gave the hotel people an inkling of 
what was coming and calls for protec- 
tion went at once to the police. By the 
time the main body reached Fifth ave- 
nue and Thirty-fourth street, 200 strong, 
reserves from three stations were await- 
ing. 

But 60 policemen were no match for 
the women. It took them three-quar- 
ters of an hour to quel] the disturb- 
ance, and when this was accomplished

consciousness, four arrests had been 
made and the big hotoel had been inya 
state of siege for nearly an hour. 

By 6:30 the streets about the Waldorf 
had been cleared. As the crowd began 
to break up many started north along 
Fifth avenue. Their objective was the 
St. Regis, apparently, and the police 
shunted’ them into side streets.

Most of those in the crowd at Madison 
Square were obviously of foreign birth. 
When the attack on the Waldorf was 
made there were few who could under- 
stand the repeated declarations of the 
police and others that the Governor was 
not there, but at the St. Regis. 

Crowd Is Forced Baek. 

At the end of half an hour, however, 
the police found that argument and 
pushing with the hands would never get 
the situation under control. They began 
then to force the crowd back from the 
doors., 

One man pointed at an automobile and 
shouted that no one had a right to ride 
in automobiles when others were starv- 
ing. The machine was stopped and sev- 
eral persons boarded the running board 
and tried to drag the owner from the 
car. Policemen drove away his assail- 
ants. 

Three policemen who tried to turn the 
marchers away from the Waldorf-Asto- 
ria were swept aside. Traffic was 
blocked in all directions. 

While the police were dispersing the 
crowd in front of the Waldorf-Astoria 
a committee which had been appointed 
at the Madison Square meeting called on 
Gov. Whitman at the Hotel St. Regis. | 
Several hundred of those who partici- 
‘pated in the demonstration at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria assembled in front of the 
St. Regis. The Governor told the com- 
mittee that he would support Mayor 
Mitchel and the other city authorities 
n relieving the present situation.

ATTENDS FUNERAL 
OF GEN, FUNSTON 


Heavy Rain Falls in San Fran- 
cisco During Procession and 
the Service. 


SOUVENIRS GRABBED 


Crush at Grave So Great That 
Squad of Soldiers Is Left on 
Guard There. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. —MajJ. 
Gen. Frederick Funston, who died 
suddenly at San Antonio, Tex., Mon- 
day night, was buried today near the 
body of his on, Arthur MacArthur 
Funston, in the cemetery of the mili- 
tary reservation at the Presidio, over- 
looking the Golden Gate. A mixed 
brigade of coast artillery men and 
sallors—every available man form the 
depleted garrisons around San Fran- 
cisco Bay—with officers of high rank 
and thousands of San Franciscans, 


braved the rain to do honor to his 
memory. 

A heavy rain was in progres when 
the flAag-wrapped casket was borne 
from the city hall, where thousands 
had viewed it during the early morn- 
ing, to the First Presbyterian Church 
and thence to the cemetery. 

The route was along Van Ness ave- 
nue, lined on one side with old-time 
mansions which escaped. destruction 
because, in the great fire of 1906, Gen, 
Funston's engineers dynamited the 
buildings on the opposite side of the 
street and checked the flames. The 
entire route of the funeral procession 
extended through portions of the city) 
which owed their immunity from de- 
struction largely to the efforts of 
“Funston’s men,“ and his hillside 
grave overlooks the camping grounds 
where slept thousands of refugees 
whom he fed, sheltered and clothed. 

At 10 o'clock the casket was taken 
from the city hall, where it had lain 
in state all night. Mounted police 
preceded a guard riding along with a 
Major-General’s flag, two white stars 
on a red fleld. Gen. J. Franklin Bell 
and his aide, the Third Coast Artillery 
Band, two regiments of artillerymen 
and the sailors and their band, pre- 
ceded the casket. 

Directly after came the General's 
horse. A pair of black riding boots 
with dangling spurs, were reversed 
in the stirrups. Mourners in automo- 
biles followed, and. companies from 
various military and patriotic organi- 
zations brought up the rear, carrying 
draped standards. 

Great Crowd at the Church.

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RESISTANCE BY U.S. 
SHPS I$ PROPOSED 
BY SENATOR FALL 


Would Authorize President to 
Instruct Captains to Seize or 
Destroy German Craft. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The resolu- 
tion introduced in the Senate today by 
Senator Fall, Republican, of New Mexi- 
co points to the depredations on the 
‘commerce of the United States by sub- 
marines of the central Powers, and 
authorizes the President to instruct 
and direct the commanders of the armed 
vessels belonging to the United States,“ 
to protect American ships and property 
and to take, seize or bring into port, 
or destroy” if unable to seize, any 
armed vessels of either of the central 
Powers, and particularly of the German 
Government, which have committed or 
are threatening to commit depredations 
against ships conveying Americans or 
American property. 

It would make it legal also for the 
commander and crew of any American 
merchant vessel to oppose and defend 
against any search or the restraint, 
seizure, or attack, which shall be at- 
tempted on such vessel“ by any armed 
ship of the central Powers and to “repel 
by force any assault or hostility““ so 
committed and to “subdue and capture 
or destroy“ such vessels. 

On the army side the President would 
be authorized, “in the event of a decla- 
ration of war against the United 
States,“ or of invasion or of imminent 
danger of invasion “discovered in his 
opinion to exist“ before the next ses- 
sion of Congress, to call into serv- 
ice in addition to the regular army and 
the national guard 500,000 men to serve 
not more than three years, or during 
the continuance of the existing differ- 
ences’’ with the central Powers. 

The President also would be given 
authority to accept volunteers and to 
organize the 500, 000 men called into the 
proper service branches and to officer 
them when the Senate is not in session 
by his commission alone. 

The resolution says that when Ger- 
many and her allies shall disavow’’ 
and cause their commanders to refrain 
from the lawless depredations and out- 
rages hitherto encouraged and author- 
ized’’ and shall cause “the laws of na- 
tions to be observed,” the command- 
ers of merchant ships may be directed 
to “submit to any regular search” by 
central Power war vessels and to re- 
frain from any force of character.” 
The act would continue in force for six 
months and until the end of the next 
session of Congress thereafter. 


GERMANY’S BUDGET FOR YEAR 
INCREASED TO $1,258,500,000 


New Expense to Be Coveres by Taxes, 
Thus Reassuring War Loan Sub- 
scribers as to Interest. 

BERLIN, Feb. 23. (By Wireless to 
Sayville, Feb. 24.)—This year’s im- 
perial budget amounts to 5,035,000,000 
marks, ($1,258,500,000) as against 
3,758,000,000 marks last year, an in- 
crease of 1,277,000,000, it was an- 
nounced in the Reichstag today by 
Count von Roedern, the Finance Min- 
ister. 

The ordinary income provided for 
amounted to 4,941,000,000 marks, as 
against 3,659,000,000 marks, Count von 
Roedern stated, while the~extraor- 
dinary budget totalled 93,000,000 
marks against 99,000,000 marks. 

“The new eee says a summary 

of the address, “which amounts to 
1,250,000,000 marks, ($312,500,000) will 
be covered by taxes in order to main- 
tain the safe practice all along ob- 
served in war financing. Thus the 
subscribers to the war loans are as- 
sured that the interest on their loans 
will be regularly provided for by 
taxation.” 
y The new taxes will be on war pro- 
fits and also on coal, while additional 
taxes on traffic are estimated to pro- 
duce about 300,000,000 marks.

ON THE ANCRE AND 
APTURE VILLAGE 


Line South and Southeast of 
Serre Pushed Forward on Mile 
and Half Front. 


LONDON, Feb. 24.—The village of Petit 
Miraumont, south of the Ancre, in 
France, has been entered by British 
troops as a result of an advance south- 
east of Miraumont, says the official 
statement tonight. The British line south 
and routheast of Serre, 


north of the 


Ancre, has been pushed forward on a 
front of over a mile and a halt. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“As a result of the unceasing pres- 
sure of our troops, the enemy today va- 
cated further important positions on both 
banks of the Ancre. We made consid- 
erable progress south and southeast of 
Miraumont on a front of a mile and 
entered the village of Petit Miraumont. 
We also advanced our line on a front 
of more than one and one-half miles 
south and southeast of Serre. 

During the night the enemy rushed 
one of our posts west of Lens. We re- 
covered the post by an immediate coun- 
ter attack. 

“There has been considerable mutual 
artillery activity at intefvals during the 
day and night on both Banks of the 
Somme, southwest of Arras and south 
of Ypres.”’ 


Parts of Advanced German Position, 
in Somme Abandoned. 
BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, 
Feb. 24.—The Germans yesterday 


abandoned parts of an advanced po- 


sition in the Somme sector to the 
British, the War Office announces. A 
French attack in the Champagne 
failed. 


German Lines in Vosges Penetrated 
by French Detachment. 
PARIS, Feb. 24.—The War Office an- 
nounces that a French detachment pen- 
etrated the German lines in the Vosges, 

north of Senones, last night. 

“One of our dirigibles last night 
dropped bombs on factories in the re- 
gion of Briey and returned without in- 
cident to the station to which it is at- 
tached,” the statement says. Four 
hundred kilograms (880 pounds) of pro- 
jectiles were thrown by our aviators on 
the German bivouacks in the forest of 
Spinecourt.’’ 


LEGALITY OF GARDNER LOAN 
PLAN 8 BEING CONSIDERED 


Governor Meets St. Louis Bankers in 

Effort to Borrow &2, „000 to 

Pay State’s Debts. 

The application of Gov. Gardner to the 
St. Louis banks for a loan of $2,000,000 
to pay off the State debts of the Major 
administration was referred yesterday 
by the St. Louis Clearing House, Asso- 
ciation to Attorney-General McAllister, 
Frederick W. Lehmann and John F. Lee 
for an opinion on the legality of the 
proposed loan. 

It was understood in financial circles 
that the St. Louis banks would make 
the loan if it could be legally done. 

Gov. Gardner, as has been told, is seek- 
ing the loan at 4 per cent interest to 
refund loans aggregating $2,000,000, bear- 
ing 6 and 8 per cent interest. If he can 
get the money at 4 per cent the Gov- 
ernor figures that he can save the State 
about $60,000 a year in interest charges. 

A special meeting of the Clearing 
House Association was called at 11 a. m. 
yesterday to hear Gov. Gardner’s propo- 
sition. The Governor and the presidents 
and other officials of most of the banks 
and trust companies were in conference 
for nearly an hour. N. A. McMillan, 
president of the ‘Clearing House Asso- 
ciation, stated that the bankers would 
await the opinion of the attorneys before 
giving the loan further consideration. 


15,169 VEHICLES USED FREE 
BRIDGE IN THE LAST WEEK 


Total Is Largest of Any Seven-Day 
Period Since the First; Total to 
Midnight Friday Was 63,619. 
Last week's traffic on the free bridge 
was the largest, except for seven days 
beginning Jan. 27, which has been re- 
corded since its opening on Jan. 20. The 
total of vehicles passing over the bridge 
in both directions for the week, includ- 
ing the hours from 7 p. m. until mid- 


night, was 15, 169.

OVER TORPEDOING 
OF SEVEN SHIPS 


Vessels Attacked by Submarine 
Thought They Were Proceed- 
ing Under Safe Conduct. 


——— 


has arisen in Holland against Germany 
because of the torpedoeing of seven 
large Dutch steamers, which believed 


they were proceeding under safe con- 
duct from Germany. Four of the ves- 
wels remained afloat. They were tor- 
pedoed Thursday near the western en- 
trance of the English Channel. It is es- 
timated the steamers with their cargoes 
were worth $11,000,008. 

The German legation at The Hague, 
says a Reuter dispatch from the Dutch 
capital, has issued a long explanation 
of the torpedoeing in which it says: 

“The date for the safe home coming 
of Dutch vessels from English ports, 
which at first was fixed for Feb. 5, was 
subsequently, in view of the situation in 
Holland, postponed to Feb. 9 and Feb. 
11, On Feb. 14, Dutch ship owners were 
informed that their vessels could leave 
in a group on Feb. 2 or March 17. 

“For those vessels leaving on Feb. 
22, only relative safety could be guar- 
anteed, but vessels leaving on March 17, 


would have an absolute guarantee |. 


against submarine attacks, as it would 
be impossible by Feb. 22 to inform with 
certainty all submarine commanders of 
the concessions made to Holland.” 
Vessels Satied Thursday. 

The fleet of seven Dutch vessels 
left Falmouth on Thursday, three be- 
ing outward bound from Holland and 
four homeward bound. The steam- 
ers had been released at the special 
request of the Dutch Government. No 
inquiry was made of the British au- 
thorities as to the best way of sailing 
or the proper precauttons to take. 
The captains received special private 
instructions from the Dutch Govern- 
ment. An official of the Dutch lega- 
tion at London went to Falmouth and 
interviewed the captains of the seven 
ships so as to be sure that they un- 
derstood the instructions. The ves- 
sels bore the customary marks and 
lights. When they were a short way 
from Falmouth (at the western end 
of the English channel) they were 
attacked by a German submarine and 
three of the vessels were sunk and 
four damaged severely. 

The crews were landed yesterday. 

An official statement from Berlin re- 
ceived in Amsterdam and forward by 
Reuter repeats the statement issued by 
the German legation at The Hague, and 
adds: 

“The responsibility for R falls on the 
ship owners who preferred to send out 
their vessels on Feb. 22 en tne prom- 
ise of relative security instead of wait- 
ing until March 17, when absolute se- 
curity was promised. The report of our 
submarines has not yet arrived.“ 


DOG STANDS GUARD OVER BODY

was informed by the Directery that France would not 
receive another American Minister until her grievances 
were redressed. 

This left Pinckney in a delicate position. All strangers 
without credentials were regarded as spies in France. 
In February, 1797, he was informed by the Foreign 
Minister that he had rendered himself liable to arrest 
by staying in the country without permission. He got 
passports and left France at once. 

When this became known the extreme Federalists 
wanted to declare war on France at once, but Adams and 
Hamilton, realizing that the United States was not pre- 
pared for war, were opposed to drastic action. On May 
15, 1797, Adams read a message to a special session of 
Congress in which he recommended consideration of 
measures for defense, at the same time announcing that 
negotiations would continue. It was determined to send 
three commissioners to France—Marshall of Virginia, 
Pinckney and Elbridge Gerry of Massachusetts. Gerry 
was a personal friend of the President and was dubbed 
„Adams own Ambassador.” (Gerry apparently was the 
Col. House of his era.) ; 

In the meantime Congress began fitting out ships of 
war and training 10,000 soldiers. The three commission- 
ers arrived in Paris in October, 1797. The Directory 
ruled France and Talleyrand ruled the Directory. The 
Americans were received with scant courtesy. Some time 
after their arrival they were approached by three men, 
designated later in the dispatchs as X, Y and Z with a 
suggestion that the work of the commissioners in France 
would be made much easier if they would present the 
Directory with a miflion francs and make a loan to 
France of several millions. The Americans ignored the 


_bribe suggestion and talked of other things until one 


of the agents cried: 

Gentlemen, you do not speak of the point. It is 
money; it is expected that you will offer money.” To 
which the envoys replied they had already answered that. 

„No, said he, “you have not; what is your answer?” 

“Tt is,” said the Americans, No, no; not a sixpence.” 

In January, 1798, Talleyrand dismissed the envoys and 
two of them departed from France. Gerry remained, 
and his action was severely criticised in America. 

In the meantime, Congress, expecting that France 
would soon declare war, rushed measures for defense. 
The ships of the new navy were soon at sea. In Decem- 
ber, 1798, they numbered 14 men of war and eight con- 
verted: merchantmen. Squadrons were stationed in the 
West Indies, where French privateers were most active.

On Feb. 9, 1799, the Constellation, commanded by Capt. 
Thomas Truxton, fell in with the French frigate Il'In- 
surgente. Truxton gave chase boldly. The Frenchman 
tried to escape, but finding this impossible, raised the 
tricolor and prepared to fight. After a hot fight of an 
hour and a quarter, the Freuen vessel, outmanenvered 
and riddled, was forced to surrender. The French Cap- 
tain was under orders not to fire on the American flag 
and had avoided combat as long as possible. When he 
came aboard the Constellation he cried: 

“Why have you fired on the national flag? Our two 
nations are at peace.” 

But Truxton only replied: “You are my prisoner.” 

Other engagements followed this. In February, 1800, 
the Constellation fought a drawn battle with the French 
warship La Vengeance, of slightly superior size, and n 
October of the same year the Boston captured the Bar- 
ceau. Abont the same time Lieut. Isaac Hull daringly 
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cut a handsome privateer out of a port in San Domingo. 
The period of retaliation lasted for two and a half years 
and cost France 84 vessels. The part taken by the United 
States navy aroused great enthusiasm at home and en- 
gendered respect for Americans abroad. The patience 
with which France bore our resistance shows how little 
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W hen the French Captain came aboard the Con- 
stellation he cried: “Why have you fired 
on the National flag? Our two 
nations are at peace.” 


While the navy was winning honor the army was get- 
ting into a hopeless muddle. For Commander in Chief 
all eyes were turned to Washington, but he was getting 
too old to take actual command. A strong move was 
made by the friends of Hamilton to get the post for him. 
Politics entered into the discussion and much bitterness 
was aroused. Finally Major-General Knox was put in 
cemmand, with Hamilton as first aid. Long before the 
regiments were .ready for service Gerry arrived from 
France with assurances that Talleyrand had no wish to 
make war on the United States, but be was a discredited 
Republican and little attention was paid to his message. 


Then came the mission of Dr. Logan. He was a 
Qua er from Philadelphia, a man of social influence and 
a Republican. He went to Paris to imduce the Govern- 
ment there to give some assurance that France did not 
desire war. (May ome not call Dr. Logan the Henry 
Ford of his times?) He succeeded in securing the re- 
lease of some American prisoners and tried to show 
Talleyrand what a disastrous effect om both countries a 
war would have. The Minister received him with great 
kindness and Dr. Logan returned to America feeling 
this his mission had been successful. 


Logan was subject to much criticiem on his return. 
Washington regarded his action as smacking of treason 
and said that if France really wanted peace she should 
cease seizing American vessels. Adams, however, re- 
ceived Dr. Logan kindly and received from him much 
information as to the French attitude. 


In October, 1798. Adams had received official assur- 
ances. from Talteyrand that he was willing. to resume 
regular intercourse. The sagacious diplomat saw that he 
had gone too far. There apparently was no avidity cn 
the part of America to accept 
the proffer without further 
+ssurances. However, on Feb. 
18, 1799, Adams startled the 
country by sending to the 
Senate the nomination of 
William Vaas Murray to be 
Minister to France. He an- 
nounced that he had reason 
to beljeve that a. Minister 
would be received. 


The following May word 
came from .alleyrand that he 
would receive three Ameri- 
can conimissioners, which Ad- 
ams had agreed to send in- 
stead of Murray. When the 
envoys, Patrick Henry, Mur- 
ray and Ellsworth, met in 
Paris, a change had taken 
place in the Directory. The 
strong hand and wise head 
of Napoleon had replaced the 
corrupt and foolish Directory 
and Talleyz-and was no long- 
er dictator of the foreign re- 
lations of France The pol- 
ſey of nursing a French in- 
_ terest in america waich for 
seven years had been fol- 
lowed by Reboublican lead- 


ers in Paris was now 
abandoned. The relations 
between the two coun- 


tries were put on a basis of national dignity and 
national interest. No trouble was found in making such 
an agreement as secured neutrality and the reasonable 
protection of commerce. When the completed treaty 
was brought to the United States it was received with 
satisfaction. The Republicans were pleased because it 
brought assurances of peace with France and the Fed- 
eralists found consolation in the fact that the old treaty 
of 1778 had been superseded. It was, in fact, a blessing 
that the country had peace and was no longer bound to 
another nation by an entangling alliance, but the repeal 
of the old treaty cost America the spoliation claims, for 
Napoleon insisted that both should stand or fall together. 

The Senate hesitated over the ratification of the 
agreement and finally approved it for a period of eight 
years,. reserving the right to file claims for damage to 
shipping. In December, 1801, when the Federalists were 
out of office, the treaty was completely ratified and the 
indemnity clause was left out. 

As for Adams, he probably saved the country from 
war. He thought that this was the greatest of his serv- 
ices to the country and long afterwards said he desired 
not better 1 — than this: 

“Here lies John Adams, who took upon himself re- 
sponsibility of peace peace with France in the year 1800.”

It was very proper that the booklet should be printed 
oat the Christopher Sower Co. of Philadelphia, the Sow- 
er family having been printers in Philadelphia for 179 
years. The original Sgwer, who came from Germany, 
dispensed medicine fof five years, but the German set- 
tlers in the Province Sf Pennsylvania felt the need of a 
printing press and materials and these were sent from 
Germany in 1738. They were placed in the hands of 
Sower, although he was not then a printer, and he at 
once commenced printing almanacs, papers and books in 
connection with his other business. 

In 1740 he commenced to print a quarto edition of 
1200 copies of Luther’s translation of the Bible. This he 
completed in 1743, nearly 40 years before Robert Aitken 
printed his first edition of the English Bible. He cast 
his own type, made his own paper and ink, and bound 
the books he printed. 


Thomas Willcox, who founded the James M. Willcox 
Paper Co. of Philadelphia in 1729, sold paper to Benja- 
min Franklin. Franklin not only bought paper from 
Willcox, but sold rags to him, as well as groceries, dry 
goods, hardware, etc. In the possession of the American 
Philosophical Society in Philadelphia are the account 
books of Benjamin Franklin, in which are entered these 
transactions. During the War of the Revolution, the firm 
was engaged much of the time in making paper for the 
Continental Congress and for the currency authorized by 
that body. 

An ancestor of Job T. Pugh of Philadelphia invented 
the double-twist auger, and the holes in the great oaken 
yoke for the Independence bell were bored by a Pugh 
auger. 

Samuel Wetherill began to make white lead in Phila- 
delphia before Patrick Henry said “Give me liberty or 
give me death,” and was promptly expelled from Quaker 
meeting for his warlike actions in the Revolution. 

The year the United States Constitution got to work 
Shryocks imported some red bandanna handkerchiefs 
for their Hollywell mill near Chambersburg, Pa., and 


used the silk fiber to make banknote paper. The very 


same year Nathan Trotter began the tin business in 
Philadelphia. 

At Lancaster, Pa., in a store window, may be seen 
the ol wooden man in America. It belongs to the 
Demuth to firm, which has been doing business 
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for 147 years and, of course, always in the Demuth fam- 
ily. This little wooden man was a tobacco sign. 

The Frismuths have made tobacco in Philadelphia 
since before the war of 1812, and the Tryons have been 
handling guns for a similar period. 

Woolmans have stuck to the milk business in Philadel- 
phia for 113 years, and Samuel M. Freeman’s ancestors 
have been auctioneers for an equally long time. 


The J. E. Rhoads & Sons’ leather firm is 215 years old, 
nd has been in that-family continuously. 


‘The most widely known of all these 55 one-family 
centenarians are Brown Bros., the bankers, and Du 
Ponts, the world's largest makers of explosives. < 


More than half of these centenary firms are in Phila- 
delphia and a number of the remainder are in Penn- 
sylvania cities.

HOW GERMAN AIRCRAFT LAND 
AT NIGHT 


HE one great problem of the aeroplane pilot, 
namely, making a safe landing at night, appears 
to have been solved by the Germans in an in- 
genious manner. A large white light is placed 

in the center of the aerodrome, sunk in a pit in the 
ground and covered with : sheet of thick glass to with- 
stand the weight of an aeroplane should the wheels 
pass over it. At a distance of about 250 feet from this 
light, and also sunk in the ground, are four red lights 
corresponding to the cardinal points of the compass. 
Each of the red light: is connected by subterranean 
celles to a wind vane; mounted on a mast or tower at 
some convenient point. At night the central light 
glows constantly, while the red light in the direction 
of the wind that happens to be blowin: also shows, in- 
dicating to the pilot the wind conditions where the 
landing is to be made. It is understood that a system 
of altering the lights has been devised, so that an avia- 
tor has to understand the code in order to know his 
whereabouts. Thus enemy airmen are thwarted from 
making use of the lights as guides.

The repairs completed, he was off and up 
again in pursuit of some more Boches. 
“A few days later came his last flight.

There was an aerial 
combat against odds within the German 
lines, and Chapman lost no time in going 
to the aid of his hard-pressed comrades. 
He brought down one of the enemy air- 
men, but th. others were still too umer- 
cur, and the fight then was orly a matter 
of seconds. He was last seen falling be- 
hind the German lines. 

“Balsley had been wounded in an en- 
counter with several Germans. He was 
doing well, when he was struck in the 
thigh by an explosive bullet, which burst 
in his stomach. He immediately lost con- 
sciousness. His machine began to tumble 
straight toward the lines. Just before 
reaching the ground, however, Baisley re- 
gained his senses sufficiently to realize 
what was happening. By a superhuman 
effort he managed to right his machine 


that the enemy, despite their denials, do

Henry VIII, egged on by Cardinal Wolseley, who had 
designs on the highest place in the Catholic Church, 
in the summer of 1521, had written a vsolent attack on 
Luther. it contained such expressions as “What pest so 
pernicious as Luther has ever attacked the flock of 
Christ? What wolf of hell is he? What a limb of 
Satan! How rotten is his mind! How execrable his 
purpose! Luther replied in like to that king of lies, 
King Heinz, by God’s ungrace, King of England.” 

In 1529 Henry wanted a divorce from Catherine of 
Arragon. The Pope refused to grant it and the King 
threatened to turn to the Lutherans. He approached 
Luther on the subject and the reformer replied that it 
would de detter for the monarch to commit bigamy than 
to try to obtain a divorce. In 1533 Henry made another 
attempt to get the sanction of Luther to a divorce. 


However, the refusal of the reformer did not anger Hen- 


ry .very much, for intercourse between the Lutherans 
and the Unglish went on apace for the next few years. 
During the last 15 years of Luther’s life he was sur- 
rounded by scores of disciples, many of whom lived at 
his home and formed his so-called table companions. 
The conversation dealt with every subject that had come 
within the range of his experience—philosophy, religion, 
humor, politics, natural science, books. The monastry 
of the Augustinians had been turned over to Luther for
